But the portrait would alone have com- 
pelied attention. It represented a man in 
middle life, attired in the vestments of a 
cook, wearing on his head the white cap 
sacred to his craft. He had a front, like 
Mars, to threaten or command. His presence 
was noble. His imperial recalied Napoleon 
the Third; his attitude, with one hand repos- 
ing on his hip, might have been that of any 
Emperor from the days of Charlemagne.

HOW TO MAKE IT.

‘RAILWAY CARSIN A CRASH 


A GRAND TRUNK TRAIN THROUGH 
A BRIDGE 100 FEET HIGH. 


Eight Persons Killed and Thirty More or 
Less Seriously Injured—The Scene of the 
Disaster Near St. George, Ont.—Narrow 
Escape from a Second Ashtabula—List 
of the Victims—Scenes at the Wreck 
Described. 


Sr. Gzorez, Ont., Feb. 27.—The St. Louis 
express, passing here east-bound at about 6 
o’clock this evening, went through a bridge 
just east of the station. A broken tire on one 
of the engine wheels caused the rails to 
spread. The first passenger car, a Pullman 
car, and the dining-car went through the 
middle. section of the bridge. The Pullman 
car, which contained most of the passengers, 
was thrown off the bridge, turning com- 
pletely over, and landing right side up. The 
dining-car stuads on. end against a pier. A 
passenger car remains on the bridge, having 
stripped the ties ahead of it over the section 
that collapsed. Eight persons were killed. 
Thirty wounded persons were taken out of 
the cars. 

The dining-room car contained about seven 
persons besides the waiters. Supper had 
just been announced, and ina few minutes 
the car would have been filled and all mus 
have perished. 3

A TERRIBLE PLUNGE. 

The bridge which gave way is 100 feet high. 
The scene of the wreck is appailing. On one 
part of the bridge are a number of ties 
heaped together, some of them splintered to 
atoms. A partially demolished Pullman car 


occupies a place on the bridge. The dining- 


stands almost perpendicularly upon 
its end. The upper end leans against 
one of the vast stone piers. 
The hind wheels of the car became 
detached from it just before it took its fear- 
ful leap and they now nestle in the iron 
frame-work of the bridge. The first-class 
coach took a complete somersault in its de- 
scent, and, though it landed right side up, is 
nearly demolished. A heapof débris lies at 
the foot of one of the piers and a strange 
conglomeration itis of car wheels, stoves, 
and other railway attachments. 

Engineer Brown remained at his post and 
passed over in safety, while the fireman 
jumped and was soj severely injured that he 


— DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 

The accident was witnessed by some of the 
townspeople. Analarm was given immedi- 
ately and in a few minutes the streets were 
the scenes of the wildest excitement. Every 
available conveyance was hurried to the 
bridge, and as the dead and wounded were 
taken out of the débris they were 
conveyed to hotels, private resi- 
dences, Mechanics’ Institute Hall, and 
the station- house. A noble array of 
heroic women turned out to minister to the 
wounded and dying. All the doctors were 
soon on hand and attended without delay to 
the wounded. An auxiliary train soon ar- 
rived from Hamilton and another from Lon- 
don. A special came from Woodstock, a sis- 
ter town that has suftered much more heavily 
than any other, bringing a large number of 
peopie. Doctors came from Paris, Brantford, 
Hamiiton, Woodstock, and London, and for 
a time the hands of all were fuil. 

The first of the villagers who reached the 
scene describes it as one of horror. From 
out of broken and twisted cars and from out 
the death chasm below the bridge coula be 
heard piercing shrieks and cries for aid. 
Huge bonfires were ligt ed at either side of 
the wrecked train to illuminate the scene, 
while men with axes, saws, or crowDbars 
worked torescue the passengers. Express 
wagons were turned into ambulances to carry 
the dead and wounded to the station house, 
which for the time being was used as a tem- 
porary moxgue. An inquest was begun to- 
night. 

‘tos. George, the scene of the accident, is a 
small station on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Road, formerly the Great Western of 
Canada. It is about an hour’s ride west of 
Toronto. The bridge is of iron, in three spans, 
and crosses Grand River, which flows east and 
west through the town.]

In 1885 the Duke, while on a visit 
to this country, was accompanied by Mrs. Blair, 
and they were the subject of a good deal of ad- 
verse comment. While they were received in a 
few families, the greater part of society drew the 
line at Mrs. Blair. The Duke would not go out 
unaccompanied by her, however, and he visited 
few prominent society people. 

In December, 1887, the Duke became seriously 
illat Trentham. The London daily press and so- 
ciety papers published frequent medical bulletans 
of his condition. Considerable comment was 
caused, however, py the fact that, not withstand- 
ing the Duke's dangerous illness, the Duchess and 
her daughter persisted in remaining quietly at 
Torquay, and even his sons—the Marquis of Stat 
ford and Lord Tarbat—kept away from their 
father’s sick-bed. 

The cause of this peculiar conduct on the part 
of the ducal family was the presence at the 
Duke’s bedside of Mrs. Blair, who had been 
quartered at the country seat for some time pre- 
vious to his illness. The Duvhess, who is one 
of the proudest ladies of England, final- 
ly gave way to their entreaties and 
journeyed down to Trentham, accompanied 
by her two sons and her daughter, Lady Alexan- 
dra, and her daughter-in-law, Lady Stafford. 
Within a few hours after the arrival of the fam- 
ily, however, the Duke improved so rapidly that 
all immediate danger was past. A terrible scene 
then took place between the injured wife and

Wasuineton, P. C., Feb. 27.—[Special. ]—

PREPARING FOR THE INAUGURATION. 


the City of Washington Will Look 
Next Monday Morning. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
The City of Washington will look like a 
gigantic spider-web Monday morning, with 
the Capitol for the centre and troops for ths 
lines. The procession will be marshaled in 
five divisions. The first, under command of 
Gen. H. G. Gibson, will bear down upon the 
Capitol from Pennsylvania avenue. The sec- 
ond, with Maj. Gen. Hartranft in command, 
will form on Maryland avenue and makea 
sharp wedge with the first. The other three 
will group around the east front of the 
Capitol, the third division in the 
middle with Gov. J. B. Foraker at its head, 
the fourth led by Gen. William Warner on the 
right, and the fifth marshaled by Col. M. M. 
Parker on the left. The Chief Marshal, Gov. 
James A. Beaver of Pennsylvania, his chief 
of staff, Gen. Hasting, the aides-de-camp, and 
the rst division will escort the Presidential 
party from the White House to the Capitol. 
By order of the Chief Marshal one gun will 
be fired at the finish of the inaugural cere- 
monies. This will be the signal for the di- 
vision commanders to brii_z their commands 
to “attention.” Two more guns will be 
fred as signals for the marching 
of the big procession, which  helts 
but twice—once in front of the review- 
ing stand on the White House grounds, 
when the troops will march before the Presi- 
dent with military salute and drooping 
colors. The second halt will be made at the 
corner of Tenth and K streets, where the 
troops will be reviewed by Chief Marshal 
Beaver. The Third Regular Artillery, United 
States army, and a brigade from the United 
States navy will form two brilliant features 
in the first division. 

Handsomely engraved certificates of com- 
missions with Gen. Beaver’s signature were 
sent to all members of his staff. They read 
as follows: ;

THE REVIEWING STANDS. 

The streets begin to look less like a Michi- 
gan lumber camp struck by a spring freshet.

It would cost $8,000 to floor it over, 
and the committee thought it unnecessary 
for the amount of dancing that could be 
done comfortably in such a crowded balli- 
room. Long, covered entrances have been 
built from each doorway to the curb, 60 
that persons entering the baliroom will 
be well, protected from the weather. 
By an arrangement between the livery-stable 
owners guests can take the first conveyance 
they find similar to the one that brought 
them to the ball to take them home from it. 
This plan was found perfectiy satisfactory at 
the last ball, and did away with all the an- 
noyance of waiting for special teams. The 
charges for carriages, herdics, and cabs are

tion that neither one of these Territories 
will have a sufficient population by half to 
entitle it to a seat in the next Congress. Ari- 
zona has but fifty or sixty thousand 
people, and the number increasing slow- 
ly. Idaho has forty or fifty thousand, 
and the number increases no faster 
than Arizona’s. Wyoming, probably, will 
have 120,000 at the next census, but, as her 
population is increasing only about 15,000 a 
year, it will be seen that, as the next census 
will make the basis of representation 200,000, 
she will still be far short of a representa- 
tive ratio of population. But a few years 
hence Wyoming will be prepared to come in. 
Asa tender to Springer’s bill comes Dele- 
gate Joseph with his scheme for the admis- 
sion of New Mexico. It is evidently Spring- 
er’s idea that with Arizona, New Mexico, and 
Idaho the Democrats would have three States 
to help offset the two Dakotas and Wash 
ington, which are Republican, leaving Mon 
tana as doubtful. It is a little remarkable, 
however, that Mr. Springer does not under- 
stand that the treaty with Mexico only pro- 
vided for the admission of New Mexico as 
one Stat. The present Arizona is a part of 
the New Mexico to which that treaty re- 
ferred. Arizona by itself has not one-third 
enough population. New Mexico by itself 
should not come in because it is 50,000 short 


prof the requisite population, and four-fifths of 


them are un-American. Arizona has about 
50,000 Americans and 10,000 Mexican mon- 
greis. New Mexico has 100,000 mongrels and 
perhaps 20,000 Americans. United, the 70,000 
Americans could make a respectable struggle 
against the 110,000 Mexican mongrels and 
might be able to prevent New Mexico from be- 
coming a foreign State in the Union. 

The people of this country will never con- 

sent to the admission of a mongrel, anti- 
American Aztec State in the Union with a 
foreign-speaking population, with schools | 
taught and laws made and administered in 4 
foreign language, and with a foreign popula- 
tion which would trample out the Americans 
if sheltered by State sovereignty. Apart 
from this feature neither of these Territories 
for many years, if ever, will be able sepa- 
rately to maintain a prosperous State. II 
Mr. Springer is so anxious to secure the ad- 
mission of Arizona and New Mexico why 
does he hesitate to reunite them? What in- 
terest has he in setting up New Mexico as a 
foreign, anti-American State in the Union or 
in forcing in another rotten-borough Nevada, 
for Arizona is similar in aridity to Nevada, 
though it has a little land susceptible of ir- 
rigation and capable of producing fruits. 
But the Americans of Arizona are needed to 
counterbalance the un-American population 
of New Mexico. The Americans in the lat- 
ter Territory are not anxious to be trodden 
underfoot by ‘the mongrel Mexicans, who 
would tréat them as the Mormons of Utah 
would treat the Gentiles if admitted to State- 
hood.

RAILROAD PROMOTIONS FOR INTER-STATE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

The railroads which are. parties to the 
“agreement between gentlemen” are anx- 
ious that Vommissioner Walker of the Inter- 
State Commission shall leave the service of 
the Government to accept a larger salary in 
the employ of the allied carriers. So eager 
are the railroads to have Mr. Walxer take 
charge of their new pool or combine to get 
around the Inter-State act that it is said he 
“can dictate his own terms,” and the rail- 


road syndicate freely admit they are deter- 


mined to secure the services of the Inter- 
State Commissioner “if money can do it.” 
The Chairmanship of the new railroad com- 
bine or trust was tenderei Mr. Walker some 
ume ago, and now a committee of gentle 
men has been appointed to go East and 
personally urge the matter upon him. This 
great eagerness to secure a member of the 
Inter-State Commission to enforce the new 
anti-competition agreement calls for some- 
thing more than passing notice. 

Mr. Walker has never been a traffic man- 
ager or railroad official and was not known 
to the country in connection with transporta- 
tion matters until his appointment to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission two years 


‘ago. Let it is plain why the railroads put 


60 high a value on his services and are deter- 
mined to secure them ai any price. The 
„ gentlemen's agreement is designed to re- 
strain competition and practically accom- 
plish the objects of pooling, and hence in its 
execution the main difficulty will be to keep 
barely inside the law and go as close as pos- 
sible to the line of the Inter-State act with- 
out actually overstepping it. For this reason 
itis important for the railroads to secure 
the services of a man who knows the per- 
sonal and individual opinions of each mem- 
ber of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion as to the scope and interpretation of the 
Inter-State act. Mr. Walker has this knowl- 
edge, and can tell to a nicety howfar the 
combined railroads may go with safety. 
While in the service of the Government he 
has acquired valuable inside knowledge, ana 
itis now proposed to employ such informa- 
tion against the public and in the interest of 
banded monopoly. Apparently there is noth- 
ing to prevent. In some departments of the 
Government an ex-official is forbidden to ap- 
pear as an attorney or lobbyist and use 
against the Government knowledge which he 
acquired in its service, put this rule would 
not seem to apply to Commissioner Walker. 
The promotion of Inter-State Commerce 
Commissioners to higher posts and bigger 
pay in the employ ot allied corporations may 
become a serious matter. Is the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, established for the 
protection and advantage of the public, to be- 
come a training school for pool Commission- 
ers and traffic managers! Is inside informa- 
tion acquired during service on that board to 
be used against the people and for the ben- 
efit of corporate monopoly! Are the Com- 


missioners to be taught to look for promotion 


and fayor to the railroads which they are 
supposed to regulate and control! Jay 
Gould’s practice of promoting United States 
Circuit Judges and giving them fat railroad 
solicitorships has not strengthened the judi- 
cilary. The path from the bench to the gen- 


oral counsel’s office has been worn toosmooth 


and the ermine exchanged for fat solicitor- 
ships too often. A fundamental legal author- 
ity says: “Judges ought to be incapable 
of appointment to any but a judicial 
office; for the hops of favor is always more 
alluring and generally more dangerous than 
the fear of offending.”” The Gould practice 
not only secures the railroads able legal ad- 
vice, but teaches Judges to look to corpora- 
tions for favor, advancement, and bigger 
pay. The “ hope of favor” is with the cor- 
porations, not the people. Curiously enough, 
it is in the centres of Granger agitation ” 
that Judges are most systematically con- 
verted into railroad solicitors, and when an 
ex-Judge has secured higher pay and a better 
post by a railroad promotion tne example can 
hardly be lost in his successor. The Gouid 
system of promotion bas had no good effect 
on the bench, and it is a matter of grave im- 
portance whether this practice is now to be 
applied to the Inter-State Commission. Com- 
missioner Walker would do well to consider 
these matters before he takes part in estab- 
lishing a precedent favorable to railroad pro- 
mouons for members of the Iiter-State Com- 
mission. 


FOREIGN INVESTORS IN AMERICAN 8. 
CURITIES. 


Tune recently reported efforts of English 
capitalists to buy up American breweries 
point to a growing desire on the part ot for- 
eiguers with money to invest in something 
else than railroad securities. No doubt the 
tremendous success which has attended the 
capitalization of 7 fow breweries in England 
has stimulated’ the idea of prospering by 
similar methods here, but it simply indicated 
a new way in which to operate with a reason- 
able hope of profit. The British public has 
not only been discouraged from buying rail- 
road stocks by the losses incurred in the last 
year or two through bad management of 
American roads, but it has additional reason 
for seeking in some other direction for 
opportunities for safe as weil as profit- 
able investment. It is notorious that the 
new American securities which have been 
most successfully floated abroad recently 


are those of the “scaly” kind. The really 


good ones offer comparatively little induce- 


ment to the financial agent to push them, 


while the class which is just fair enough in 
appearance to pass muster pays a big com- 


mission on sales, which has furnished an in- 


the best way of placing their surplus funds, 
and in not a few instances have sent trusted 


| agents over here to investigate matters for 


them. They have placed large aggregates in 
the purchase of real estate in the principal 
cities of the Union and lent money on many 
farms in the West, while offering it also for 
loan in the cities. The prospect is this feat- 
ure will show a decided increase a little later 
in the current year. It may be estimated 
that not far from §200,000,000 of English cap- 
ital will have been invested in this country 
between the beginning of 1889 and its close, 
being an increase of nearly one-third from 
the aggregate of last year. Most of this will 
have been placed in the West, and compara- 
tively a small part of it in the securities 
which up to a recent date Were about the 
only things known to the Britisher as oppor- 
tunities for using his surplus capital to ad- 
vantage in the United States. 


ANOTHER PROTEST AGAINST THE SOUTH- 
ERN POLICY. 

Representative Kennedy of Ohio, pending 
the discussion of the Indian Appropriation 
bill in the House Tuesday, made a lively and 
telling attack upon the Southern Bourbon 
buildozing, ballot-box stuffing policy, though 
in the heat of his speech he struck some wild 
blows. These were immaterial, however. 
The Southerners under indictment responded 
to the errors but were silent upon the main 


issue of fact. Mr. Crisp of Georgia came 


back at him on a question of formality, but 
it would have been more to the point had 
he answered Mr. Kennedy’s charge that he 
was holding his seat by fraud. The country 
cares little about the composition of commit- 
tees or the manner in which Crisp has treated 
contested election cases, but it would like to 
hear from that gentleman in some plain, di- 
rect statement how he happened to be elected 
by 6,124 majority in adistrict where there are 
17,366 whites and 21,442 blacks, and in which 
there are more white Republicans than 
there are black Democrats, and what claim 
he has to a seat in Congress from a district 
where the Republican majority is over 4,000. 
It would like to knowfrom him by what 
methods of bulldozing and intimidation and 
fraud this Republican majority was suppressed 
and a Democratic majority of over 6,000 
was returned; how five Republican districts 
in Mr. Crisp’s State, with an average major- 
ity of 3,000 in each, were carried py Confed- 
erates; and what claim Messers. Turner, 
Crisp, Biount, Carleton, and Barnes of the 
Second, Third, Sixth, Eighth, and Tenth 
Georgia Districts can show to their seats, or 
what testimony they can adduce to demon- 
strate they have not stolen them. 

The reply of Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas 
to Mr. Kennedy’s statement that four mem- 
bers of the Legisiature of that State had re- 
signed because: they had been elected by 
fraud was not above the dignity of a quibble. 
It is not a reply that the legislative election 
was held in September and the Congressional 
in November. It was the frauds of the Sep- 
tember election that made the frauds of the 
November election possible, ana the men who 
committed the one committed the other. It 
matters not that these four men were in 
another district. The Sheriff of Conway 
County, in Mr. Breckinridge’s district, was 
elected in September by fraud and the theft 
of ballot-boxes, and it was this Sheriff who 
sent the deputies to Plummerville to aid in 
the frauds of November. It is the authorities 


of Conway County who have done nothing to |. 


arrest the murdérers of Clayton because 
their arrest would expose the frauds that 
elected them. The September and Novem- 
ber elections in Arkansas were the two acts 
of the tragedy, and the loca! election of Sep- 
tember was the first step that led to the 
fraudulent election of Breckinridge in No- 
vember. It is in order for Mr. Breckinridge, 
therefore, to show what claim he has to his 
blood-stained seat, and why he is not only 
the beneficiary of fraua but the beneficiary 
of murder aiso. 

In all future discussions of the Southern 
policy, andithere is going to be a good deal of 
it, let the South be held squarely down to the 
issue. It is a plain and simple one. The in- 
dictment against it is that it has stolen twen- 
ty-seven or more seats belonging to Re- 
publicans, that it furnishes a solid Electoral 
vote for President by the disfranchisement 
of Republican voters, and that in violation of 
both the Constitution and the law it makes 
this disfranchised Republican population the 
basis of voting power and representation. 
This is the issue which must be presented, 
and no technicality or special pleading must 
be allowed to disguise or change it. The Re- 
publican party will be in power speedily and 
claim its rights not only for its voters in the 
North but for its voters in the South. This 
National issue has come to stay.

Now, this is a gracious 
act on the part of our Northern neighbor, 
and should meet with a prompt response 
from our Goverument. When C Congress meets 
it should pass a law fully as“ liberal as the 
Canadian one, and if the Dominion wants its 
boodlers let it send and reclaim them in wel- 
come. This action on the partof the two 
countries will be most beneficial. We shall 
still have thieves,; and embezziers, and 
boodlers, but they will have to fly far from 
the home of their birth to get shelter. The 
nearness of the sliores of Canada has been a 
temptation to crime. The exile there feit 
that he was not far from his own land; only 
a narrow river or an imaginary line separated 
him from it. But to be driven to another 
comtinent—to be forced to earn a living in 
ulien and uncongenial lands—is far more bit- 
ter than to take a trip to Canada, and aman 
contemplating bank robbery wili think twice 
bofore he makes up his mind to try it. 

Ir Gen. Newberry is a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Mayor the sooner 
he gets out of the Post-Office the better. The 
record he is making there is such that the 
decent voters, no matter which party they 
belong to, will, out of regard for their busi- 
ness interests, vote against him. The list of 
“unclaimed t ters“ printed over his sig- 
nature last Saturday had the names of a 
dozen firms known to all Chicagoans except 
the ward workers who handle mail matter at 
the Chicago office. It is possible that this is 
not altogether the fault of the present in- 
cumbent, and yet as he has removed 
about all the Republicans whom his 
predecessor had left he must have added 
something tothe demoralization which pre- 
vailead when he took hold. But however that 
may be Gen. Newberry must suffer for the 
sins of his predecessor and of the men who 
have misruled the Post-Office Department. 
Voters have not time to make a nice investi- 
gation to find out just what share of the 
blame should rest on the present Postmaster, 
but they wil! jump at the conclusion that the 
man who appointed incompetent persons to 
handle letters would, if he had the opportu- 
nity, appoint equally incompetent individuals, 
perhaps the same Post-Office gang, to look 
after streets, bridges, sewers, and other 
important public works. Gen. Newberry 
thought he saw in the Post-Office the door to 
the Mayoralty. He will find it the door to 
overwhelming defeat. 


New Jersey Democrats in a Quandary. 

The Democrats of New Jersey are finding that 
an alliance with the liquor power has serious 
drawbacks. There is no doubt that the brewers 
and rumsellers of the State helped to elect a 
Democratic Legislature last fall [and gave the 
State to Cleveland] in the hope and expectation 
that it would repeal the High License and Local 
Option law passed by the Republicans last year; 
but though they may have controlled many 
votes which the Democrats would not other- 
wise have obtained, they did not affect 
the general sentiment of the State favor- 
ably to themselves. On the contrary, 
it is clear that the sentiment is stronger in sup- 
port of the legislation of a year ago than it was 
when the law was passed by the Republicans, 
and the Democrats do not dare to repeat it. The 
utmost that they are disposed to promise is the 
repeal of the local option provisions, and it is 
doubtfulif they willeven accomplish that. As was 
to be expected, their liquor allies claim the right 
to dictate legislation on the subject of high li- 
cense, and they are threatening that if their com- 
mands are not obeyed they will smash the party at 
the next election. That will not help their case 
much, but it may teach the Democrats that the 
liquor afliance in polities is a good thing to keep 
out of

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| HOW THE EGAN PACKET fKAVELED 


FROM NEBRASKA TO LONDON. 


Oe 


Patrick Egan Wraps It Up in Lincoln and 
Brings It to Chicago—Alexander Sulll- 
van Adds to Its Contents and Selects a 
Messenger—Egan Gives It to Father 
Dorney in New York — It Reaches 
Labouch and Does Ite Work. 


In a conversation yesterday with a Tu- 
UNE reporter, Mr. Alexander Sullivan, speak- 
ing in relation to the discovery of Pigott as 
the forger in the Parnell case, said: é 

“T have but little to add to the verbion 
given in your report this morning. In the 
main it was correct. The errors are merely 
asto details. The package which Father 
Dorney carried was not addressed nor deliv- 
ered to Mr. Parneil, but to Mr. Labouchére. 
Fatner Dorney’s traveling companion was 
Father Edward J. Dunne of this city, not 
Father Herbert Dunn. 

“ The credit for the discovery is due ex- 
clusively to Patrick Egan. No other man 
living who is not a member of the Ties con- 
spiracy could have exposed the crime ana un- 
veiled the criminal. And tew other men 
would have had the keenness, the persist- 
ence, and the ability to do the good work if 
the materia! had been at their command. 

„It is difficult to conceive how a man could 
be placed in a more trying position than that 
occupied by Mr. Egan before the discovery. 
Some of the worst.letters were charged to 
him. He read them over and over again, 


recognized their wonderfully accurate imi- 


tation of his writing, their still more 
wonderful and, if possible, more accu- 
rate reproduction of his style of com- 
position. Many sentences were 80 fa- 
miliar to him that he could almost 
remember that at some time he wrote them. 


Loet following those creatures of his brain 


which he recognized were others of which 
he had no recolivction, which he could not 
explain, for whose association with the pre- 
ceding ones he could offer no explanation to 
acourt or jury except a denial and a charge 


against some unknown person of forgery. 


But these again were followed by sentences 
as genuine us the first or ss; and their hor- 
ribly correct reproduction of his own 
thoughts clothed in nis oon language 
was enough to make him doubt his own 
sanity. He paced his room and his 
office and racked his brain. At last the 
secret Paris address secured at Pigott's 
request when he wanted to send Egan a 
blackmailing letter was attached to one of 
the forged letters! The clew was furnished. 
The means chosen at Pigott’s request to en- 


able him to try to Dlackmail Egan became in 


Egan’s alert mind and willing hands the 
weapon which destroyed the knave and con- 
spirator. So it came to pass that Egan, 5.000 
miles away with his well-preserved records 
and correspondence, his good memory, his 
shrewdness and his devotion, which were 
strong enough to convert skill into genius, 
was able to say: @‘Stand forth, Richard 
Pigott. You, the thief, forger, and biack-

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


A Great Gladstonian Victory. 

LonpDoN, Feb. 27.—Spencer Balfour (Glad- 
stonian) has been elected member of the 
House of Commons for Burnley, Scotland, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
John Stagg (Liberal). There was no opposi- 
tion to Mr. Balfour. 

{The fact that the Tories did not contest the 
seat at Burnley may be taken as a pretty good 
indication that the Pigott- Times affair has totally 
Gemoralized them. At the general election in 
1886 the Unionists carried the seat by a majorit 
of 43, the vote standing Greenwood. Libera 
Home-Ruler, 4,166; Burnley, Anti-Home-Ruler, 
4,209. On the death of the Anti-Home Rule 
member in 1887 Stagg. a Liberal Home-Ruler, 
won the seat from the Tories by a majority 
of only 545 in a vote of 9,500. This was narrow 
enough to invite a contest. It was claimed, more- 
over, that Slagg's success was due to his per- 
sonal popularity. Spencer Balfour, the success- 
ful and unopposed candidate of yesterday. is not 
a popular man by any means, as his numerous 
defeats show. He was beaten in 1885, in 1886, and 
his candidacy in the Doncaster division of York’ 
shire last year lost the Home-Rulers a seat which 
they had previously held. ‘The Home Rule cause 
is gaining.)

ARTIST COWLEY’S ROMANCES ABOUT 
THE STOLEN DIAMONDS, 


He Keeps a Number of New York News-| 


gatherers Dancing Attendance Upon 


Him for Several Hours by Telling 


Them Various Stories of the Theft—A 
Big Scandal Thought to Be in the 
Background — General Metropolitan 
News. 


New York, Feb. 27.—{Special.]—Artist 
Samuel J. Cowley continues to dazzle New 
York reporters with his fertility in concoct- 
ing stories about the $28,000 diamonds be- 
longing to the wife of a rich Philadeiphia 
shoe dealer which were stolen from his 
studio Saturday evening. 

Yesterday Artist Cowley told the army of 
reporters that hauntec his studio that the 
husband of the Philadeiphia woman had been 
telegraphed to asa last resort, although she 
wus at first determined to recover her jevrels 
without her husband’s knowledge that they 
had been lost. For this reason a reward of 


$6,000 had been offered for their return, and 


no questions asked. This morning he was in 
great glee when the reporters showed up at 
the picturemaking establishment. He mer- 
rily told them he had given them all the slip 


yesterday by telling them a string of lies and 


sending them off on a wrong scent while he 
was communicating with the fair Philadel- 
phian, who above all things demanded that 
her uame be not divuiged. 

Thea the versatiie artist said the diamond 
thief had been discovered. He wasa young 
relative of the female owner of the precious 
stones, who was aiso a friend of the artist 
and a frequent visitor at the studio. He had 


steaithily procured a key to the door, visited 


the studio in the absence of the artist, and, 
finding the safe uniocked, had boldly re- 
moved the $28,000 worth of diamonds be- 
longing to his wealthy ana handsome female 
relative. The artist said he suspected this 


young person from the start, aad set a de- 


tective named Kennedy to watch for him. 
Kennedy found him last night. He was con- 
fronted by the owner of the jewels, to whom 
he confessed he had stolen them just for 
fun.“ and promised to return them at the 
studio ar 10 o’ciock this morning. 

FOOLING THE REPORTERS. 

At that hour there was a big array of re- 
porterson hand to see the famous gems. 
The thief did not bring them. The artist 
was sure he would appear by noon. By that 
rters had arrived, but the 
man expected had not. The artist was wor- 
ried. o paced dejectedly up and down the 
floor, evidently fixing upa new story, and 
finally announced his intention to go and iu- 
terview the Philadelphia woman. He came 


back and boidly declared he had seen tne 


thief and that he hadgpromised to bring the 
diamonds at 2 o’clocx. To the waiting crowd 
this was not reassuring, but the reporters 
continued to wait. 

Mr. Cowley went out again. When he 
came back he stated that he had seen the 
Philadeipbia lady, and that the jewelry had 

The man who stoie it would 
not be prosecuted, as he was a relative of the 
owner, and that everything would now be 
allowed to rest. But while Mr. Cowley was 
telling this new tale he did not look happy. 
He was more worried than ever before, ap- 

rently, and he kept pacing up and down 
is room nervously. And then his lawyer, 
Laurence J. Mingrey of No. 17 Wall street, 
appeared, and had along consultawon with 
him.

‘AMONG THE ‘RAILROADS. ! 


| IOWA LINES FIND THEMSELVES IN A 


PECULIAE DILEMMA. 


The Reduction in Local Freight Rates 
Make It Necessary to Reduce the 
Through Rates—Opposition to a Reduc- 
tion of Passenger Fares on Ohio Roads 
—President Adams of the Upion Pacific 
at Loggerheads with Vice-President 
Holcomb—Other Matters. ~~ 


The Iowa railroads are in a quandary as to 
what they should do to equalize through or inter- 
State rates from points in Iowa, The recent re- 


ducotion in Iowa local rates has upset the exist- 


ing arrangements for making through rates. 
Freight can be shipped from. Iowa points direct- 
ly across the States of Iowa and Illinois by add- 
ing local rates in Iowa and Illinois at from three 
cents to five cents per 100 pounds less than to or 
via Chicago. In consequence eastbound business 
from lowa pointe goes via Burlington, Beards- © 
town, Peoria, and other junction points west of 
Chicago. 

Under the circumstances the railroads will 
either have to reduce the through rates to Chica- 
go or they will have to advance the proportions 
of rates to the junctions with Eastern roads. 
But they find serious opposition to the advance 
in the latter rates, and consequently a reduction 
in through rates seems to be the only alterna- 
tive left. At the meeting of the Western 
Freight Association held in this city last week a 
committee was appointed to prepare a plan for 
the adjustment of the matter. The committee 
submitted the following report: 

“That through rates between points in Iowa 
ana Western termini of trunk lines, and points 
east thereof, be made by adding the local lowa 
distance tariff rates from the Iowa point to the 
nearest point'to and from which the 122 per cent 
basis is effective (the distance so used to be 
agreed upon), plus the bridge toll, as per tariff 
8 the Burlington & Keokuk, dated Feb. 

1889, and supplements, if any, thereto. plus 
rates based on 12% per cent of rates, Chicago to 
New York, and that through rates to and from 
points in the district west of the Western ter- 
mini of trunk lines, and east of association ter- 
ritory, be made by the application of the Iowa 
locais and bridge rates, plus regular authorized 
rates applying on the traffic to and from the 
points in the district territory named (it being 
understood the through rates via St. Louis 
routes made by the application of combined locals 
shall be the maximum), and it being further 
understood that the tariffs app!ying between the 
Mississippi River points and paints in the Middle 
and Western States shall be so adjusted as to 
not make less through rates to or from points in 
the Middle and Western States than apply from 
the Iowa * to the junction point with East- 

which the traffic is moved.“ 

After discussion, the report of the committee 
was laid on the table with the understanding that 
the same be taken up at a special meeting to be 
called by the Chairman. A meeting for the con- 
sideration and final adjustment of the matter has 
just been called by Chairman Faithorn to be held 
in this city a week from today. 


Opposing a Redaction in Passenger Fares. 

Last week Vice-Chairman Daniels of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association appeared before the joint 
committee of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Ohio Legislature at Columbus, 
O., and made a strong argument against the pro- 
posed bill reducing the regulariy establisned 
passenger fares of the Ohio railroads 33% per 


cent. He claimed that such an act would be un- 


just to the greatest interest the State of Ohio 

ses. An arbitrary reduction of one-thira 
in the establishea rates of fare would, he said, 
resuit directiy in a large loss to the railroad, 
companies and indirectly to the people of the 
whole State. 

The raulroads could not sustain such a loss 
without serious damage and would be compelled 
to reduce their expenses as nearly in proportion 
to this loss as possible. Every reduction in the 
wages of railroad employés was immediately felt 
by the communities through which the railroads 
pass. In considering what is a reasonable rate 
of fare in Ohio two important facts had to be 
borne in mind. 

The first was that only a few railroads in the 
State were making any return whatever to stock- 
holders, a large number were earning bare- 
ly sufficient money to pay operating 
expenses, and still others cannot by the 
most careful management pay expenses. 
The second fact was that the passenger equip- 
ment of the railroads of the United States is su- 
perior to that of any other country on the globe, 
and the rates of transportation were less than in 
any other country. He thought the standard 
rate of three cents per mile in the State of Ohio 
Was not unreasonable to the public. The av- 
erage rate was much less than three cents per 
mile for the reason that the railroads with the 
view of encouraging meetings, conventions, and 
other large public gatherings make large reduc- 
tions from the regularly established tariffs. The 
rates for such gatherings never exeeed two cents 
per mile, and in many instances were only one 


and a half cents per mile. 


Mr. Daniels also called the attention of the 
Ohio Solons to the necessity of — img a law 
similar to that nov in force in Pennsylvania, 
which shall have for its object the protection 
of the public as well as the railroads against a 
classof persons—known as railway ticket scalp- 
ers—who have been the means of destroying a 
great deal of revenue for the railroads without 
materially aiding the public.” 


Conflict of Authority. 

Rumors are current in railroad circles here 
that the relations between President Adams and 
Vice-President Holcomb of the Union Pacific 
Railway have become considerably strained and 
it is believed that before long another change in 
the management ot the road will be made. The 
trouble is said to be due to the unwarranted 
interference of President Adams in the manage- 
ment of the property. The late changes in tne 
operating and traffic departments, it is said, 
were ordered by President Adams without pre- 
vious consultation with Vice-President Holcomb, 
who is supposed to be the chief executive officer 
of the company. 

The removal of Mr. Mellen from the position of 
Assistant General Manager and General Pur- 
chasing Agent and his appointment to the post- 
tion of Traffic Manager was caused, it is said, by 
a Mr. McKibben, who had been after the position 
of General Purchasing Agent. The officers of 
the company wanted to keep Mr. Mellen in that 
position. as he had given general satisfaction. 
Mr. McKibben went to Boston to see President 
Adams, and soon after returned to Omaha with

This division of the road _com- 
prises the lines from Chicago to Altamont /and 
Effingham via Bement, III., and the Streator 
branch. The 4 will no doubt be- id in 
by the Wabas rchasing Committee, there 
being. as far as can be learned, no other parties 
who desire to get control of the property. It is 
not probable that this portion of the road will be 
taken possession of by the Purchasing Commit- 
tee until the main line and other branches 
have also been acquired. As stated yesterday 
itis expected that a decree for the sale of the 
latter lines will be issued by Judges Gresham 
and Jackson March 21. and it will probably take 
until July l next before the receivers will re- 
linguish control to the Purchasing Committee 
and the Eastern and Western Wabash lines can 
be reunited under one management. It is 
rumored that after the consolidation the general 
offices of the reorganized company will be re- 
moved from St. Louis to Chicago. 


Deliberations of the Managers in St. Louis. 
Sr. Louis, Feb. 27.—[(Special.]}—The Commit- 
tee of General Managers appointed to execute 
the agreement signed at Chicago continued busi- 
ness at the Southern today.

It is hardly 
probabie, after so much has been said of late on 
the subject of commission trickery, that any 
road would dare to immediately return to the 
forbidden payment of commissions.

THE FREE TEXT BOOK QUESTION, 


Senators Think Pupi's Should Be Required 
to Furnish Their Own Booka. 
Sprinerretp, III., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
Chapman’s bill to enable school districts to 
vote upon the question of free text books was 
beaten this morning. It came up as a special 
order and was amended by Senator Brink so 
as to allow the voters of a district an oppor- 
tunity, once in four years, of voting to see 
whpther they would continue the system. 
Senator Karraker introduced an amendment 
to furnisty the children with free clothing; 
and this drew forth an exciting debate. 
He thought it was just as necessary 
to have free clothing as to have free 
books. He was taken to task by 
Senator Chapman for coming into the 
Senate and making light of the poverty 
of the people. If it was the wish of the peo- 
ple to build schooihouses and pay teachers, 
and if it was also their wish to pay for free 
text books they should be privileged to do 
so. The present law for the furnishing of 
the poor with school books was inoperative 
In that it made the child an object of charity. 
Senator Shumway wanted the measure to go 
back to the Committee on Education, as dele- 
gations were on their way to the Capitol to 
3 the text book question. The Catho- 
ics, he alleged, were also opposed to the free 
text book scheme. His motion was tabled. 
Senators Berry and Dean came to the front 
with the assertion that they had pot been 
able to fihd a School Superintendent in favor 
of the measure. The Superintendents of 
Adams County and of Quincy said “Kill 
the bill,“ and several directors also wanted 
it put in its grave. In the opinion of Senator 
Crawford more children were prevented 
from attending school for lacx of clothing 
than for lack of books, It all were to be 
aced upon an equality, the amendment of 
nator Karraker should te adopted. Sen- 
ator Karraker said it was no use to give the 
children free books unless you give them 
free clothing. You might as well give a man 
a rifle without ammunition and tell him to go 
and contend with the beasts of the forests. 
His amendment was voted down though, as 
was aiso one by Senator Hogan to have the 
State pay for the books. The question then 
being upon ordering the bill engrossed for a 
third reading, the Senate refused to advance 
iton the calendar by a vote of 14 yeas to 31 


nays. 
THE SPECIAL VERDICT LAW. 


A Substitute for the Present Law Report- 
ed from the Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.— Special. — The 
Special Verdict law will be amended so as to 
give the court discretion in the submission to 
the jury of the question on which the find- 
ings shail be based Some time ago Repre- 
sentative Craig bad his bill repealing the 
Special Verdict law referred to a sub-com- 
mittee of the Judiciary Committee, and it to- 
day reported the föllowing substitute for 
“be law as it now stands on the statute 
books: ) 

That in all trials by jutyin civil proceedings 
in this State in courts of record the jury may 
render, their discretion, either a general or a 
special Verdict, andin any case in which they 
render a general verdict they may be required 
by the court to return therewith a special verdict 
or special finding upon any material question or 
questions in the case when either party shall so 
request at or before the close of the testimony, 
and before any argument to the jury is made or 
waived the court shall direct the jury to find a 
special verdict or special finding upon any ma- 
terial questions of fact. 

—ů— gy ang verdict or special finding shall be 
prepa by the court in form of questions in 
writing, relating only to material questions or 
issues of factin the case and admitting of direct 
answer, to which the jury shall make answer in 
writing. Such questions to be presented by the 
court to the respective parties to the action, or 
their attorneys, before the commencement of 
ony argument to the jury. 

f the jury fail to make direct answer to any 
ot such questions of “or their answers 
to are inconsistent with each other, the court 
may require the jury to make direct answer or 
barmonize their answers as to questions of fact, 
as the case may be. 0 

This was adopted by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, and will probably pass the House. 


BEFORE THE REVENUE COMMITTEE. 


Certain Measures Recommended by the 
Revenue Keform League of Chicago. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.—[Special.|— 
The Senate Committee on Revenue this after-

Senator Frisbee’s Pharmacy Bill. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.—[Special. |The 
bill introduced in the Senate this morning by 
Senator Frisbee amendatory of the present 
Pharmacy law is the result of a conference last 
night of several members with the delegation 
from Bloomington headed by H. H. Green. 
The proposed amendments are to their satis- 
faction, and it is said that they meet the 
views of Mr. Jamieson of Chicago, the new 
member of the board. The bill provides that 
any person shall be entitled to registration 
who shall be a licentiate, or who snall have 
had scven years’ practical experience 
in compounding drugs. Licentiates must be 
persons not less than 18 years of age, who 
have had three years’ experience, or have 
passed a satisfactory examination, and cer- 
tificaces may be granted upon satisfactory 
proof that they have been registered in some 
other State requiring competency equal to 
that required in. this State. The Secretary 
of the board may or may not be a member of 
it. I ne is a member he shall also act as 
Treusurer, otherwise the Treasurer must be 
a member of the board. The board is re- 
quired to report annually to the Governor 
and to the State Pharmaceutical Association 
upon the condition of pharmacy, and shall 
hold regular meetings in the cities of Spring- 
fleld and Chicago, giving thirty days’ notice 
of such meetings.
